Their plea is before the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals here. 
Edward E. O'Neill, attorney for the Senecas, told the court 


in a brief filed Aug. 15 that inclusion of the Kinzua Dam in a 
general public works appropriations bill is not specific enough.

Any Decision on Resigning

WASHINGTON (AP) — A re- 


sponsible Republican official said 
today President Eisenhower has 
left to Sherman Adams the deci- 
sion whether he ought to resign. 


This official, who declined to oe 


quoted by name, said that Adams 
himself must determine whether 
his presence as chief of the White 
House staff is hurting Republican 
candidates in the contest for con- 
trol of Congress. 


Adams became the subject of 


controversy last June with disclo- 
sure he had accepted gifts and fa- 
vors from Bernard Goldfine, a 
Boston industrialist involved in 
several matters before federal 
agencies. Both Adams and Geld- 
fine described the actions as those 
of- old friends, and both denied 
that any favors to Goldfine were 
involved. 
? Clamor for Adams' removal was 
renewed a£ijp.r the defeat of Re- 


publican Sen. Frederick G. Payne 
in the Maine election Monday. 
Payne also has told of accepting 
favors from Goldfine. 


But despite the new Republican 


demands, Eisenhower was repre- 
sented as feeling that the initiative 
for any change must come from 
Adams himself. 


In this connection, high GOP of- 


ficials were reported making a na- 
tionwide check on party reaction 
to the defeat of Republican can- 
didates for the Senate, governor- 
ship and two House seats in 
Maine.

1. Sen. Spessard Holland defeat- 


ed former Sen. Claude Pepper in 
the 58-year-old liberal's bid for a 
return to the U S. Senate in the 
F l o r i d a Democratic primary, 
equivalent to election in that state. 
Near-complete returns gave Hol- 
land, a conservative, a victory 
margin of more than 80,000 votes. 
Pepper blamed his defeat on the 
school segregation issue which 
found

stronger fight against integration. 


2. Gov. Ernest McFarland of 


Arizona was en route to clearing 
the first hurdle in his attempt "to 
return to the Senate by rolling up 
an early 2-1 lead over Democratic 
National Committeeman Stphen 
Langmade. McFarland's Novem- 
ber opponent would be Republican 
Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, the man 


who ousted him in 1952. Goldwater 
was renominated without opposi- 
tion. 


3. Two senators — Arthur Wat- 


kins (R-Utah) and William Prox- 
mire (D-Wis)—handily beat back 
intraparty challenges but may be 
faced with serious trouble in No- 
vember because of heavy vote 
totals polled by the opposition par- 
ties in their primaries. Watkins 
will be pitted against Democrat 
Frank E. Moss and former Gov. 
J. Bracken Lee, running as an 
independent. Proxmire, who was 
named to GOP Sen. Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy's seat in a special election 
last year, will seek a six-year 
term against Roland E. Steinle, 
nominated without opposition by 
the Republicans.

J. Henry, state police commission- 
er, said today three troopers have 
been "severely reprimanded" for 
circumstances that led to the can- 
cellation of a speeding ticket for 
the son of Mayor David L. Law- 
rence of Pittsburgh. 


Gerald .Lawrence, 19-year-old 


sin of the1 Democratic candidate 
for governor, was arrested last 
July 27 for driving at speeds of be- 
tween 85 and 90 miles an hour in a 
50 mile zone in Butler County. 


The charge against Lawrence 


and another speeding motorist 
were dropped when it was learned 
that the patrol car used in clock- 
ing the two drivers had not had its 
required monthly speedometer in- 
spection. 


Henry said the patrol car had 


been loaned to another substation 
when a cruiser assigned to that 
post had been damaged. When the 
patrol car was returned to the But- 
ler area, he said no check was 
made on the speedometer. 


"It's the first time that it's hap- 


pened since I took command,"

in the household chores." 


So, perhaps, the answer to whether or not a wife and mother can 


successfully hold down an outside job depends on her ability to con- 
vince her husband and children that she is going to work for the 
good of the family and that in return she needs her family's co- 
operation. 


I wish I could share these letters with you for they are remark- 


able success stories. They show a new kind of pioneer spirit—with 
families pulling together just as they did in the early days of our 
country, when every member of the family was expected to pitch in 
and do whatever had to be done.

DALLAS (AP) — Dallas has 


been talking about major league 
baseball for several years but not 
until now has a concrete move 
been made. This one is only in 
the exploratory stage at that. 


The late Dick Burnett, who own- 


ed the Dallas club in the Texas 
League, started the talk as far 


j back as 1948. And in 1954 he of- 
fered to put up a quarter of a 
million dollars and get others to 
do the same. The others wouldn't 
come through. 


Burnett died in 1955 and there 


was no further agitation until this 
year when Fort Worth, a city 30 
miles to the west, suggested an 
alliance with Dallas in obtaining 
a stadium suitable for major 
league baseball. It would be built 
between the two cities and the 
cost would be borne by revenue 
bonds on which there would be an 
election. 


Talk turned up all over the 


place. But backers of the project 
decided to first feel the pulse of 
the people through a survey to 
determine the potential of major 
league baseball in the area. 


Until that survey is completed— 


in about mid-November — there 
will be nothing done. If the survey 
is favorable, the stadium project 
will be launched.
